The incident had no prece- 
dent in naval history, since more than 
400,000 tons of enemy war craft, in 
first class condition, hoisted the white 
flag without firing a she@. 

The German ships were at once 
taken to Scapa Flow, a landlocked 
harbor in the Orkney Islands, about 
200 miles north of Bdinburgh, which 


often formed the principal base 


of the grand fleet during the war. 
There the enemy ships were disman- 
tled sufficiently to make them power- 
less. A portion of each crew, it is 
understood, was maintained aboard to 
prevent the vessels from falling into 
disrepair.

THIEF WHO GOT 
HALF A MILLION 
DIES IN PRISON 


It Gotten Riches Fail to 
Save ‘Micky’ Gleason 


from Poverty. 


“Mickey” Gleason fs dead. “Mickey,” 
who is known to the police as the 


“Omaha Kid,” and a score of other 
aliases, died in the Pentonville jail at 
London, England, according to infor- 
_ mation received yesterday by William 


Pinkerton. 

Gleason, according to Mr. Pinkerton, 
was the black Sheep of a prominent 
northwest side family, having been 
born here forty-six years ago. At the 
age of 20 his criminal career began in 
Chicago. His first arrest was for dis- 
orderly conduct. He was next con- 
victed of being a pickpocket. He then 
became a bank sneak thief, and later 

_developed to what is known as a 
“master thief.” One of his largest 
hauls is said to have been a mail 
wagon robbery in London, which 
netted $125,000. 

Stole Half Miltion. 

Gleason had been arrested in nearly 
every large city in the United States, 
England, France, and Germany. While 
the proceeds of his criminal career had 
netted him $500,000, he died a poor 
man. In 1908 he was arrested at 
Munich, Bavaria, on a charge of rob- 
bery and on being convicted was sen- 
tenced to a term of ten years in prison. 

Meantime in 1900 he married Annie 
Grant, a beautiful west side girl. She 
began to follow her husband's trails 
until she became known as the “ Queen 
of Crooks.” She was arrested on Sept. 
6, 1915. 

With @¢r was a man who said he 
was Prince Alexander Ivanovitch of 
Russia. Both were found guilty and 
sentenced to a term of five years’ im- 

prisonment. 
Tries to Substitute Gems, 


At the time of her arrest she was 
accused of stealing @ necklace valued 
at $10,000 from Christie's auction rooms 
-in London. A few days before the sale 
of a valuable collection of jewels at 
Christie’s the woman,elegantly gowned, 
asked to be allowed to examine a 
beautiful pearl necklace. She left with- 
out buying. On the following day she 
again asked to be shown the jewels. 
Meantime ghe had gone to a store in 
Burlington arcade in London and 
bought a replica in imitation pearls. 
This she substituted for the original, 
but the imitation necklace had at- 
tached to it a white tab,the real neck- 
lace a buff one, and she was arrested. 


Rejoins Her Husband. 
After Gleason's release from Munich 


she joined him in London. They went 
to Australia, then returned to London, 


where she was arrested by Inspector 
Drew of Sootland Yard for shoplifting. 
While she was serving her sentence 
he was arrested. She was released a 
short time later and took an apartment 
in the Savoy Mansion. 

This is where she became acquainted 
with Prince Alexander Ivanovitch. 
After her arrest with the prince Glea- 
- gon was released from jail and lived 
a short time in France, then came to 
London, where he was arrested again 
as a vagrant, sentenced to Pentonville, 
where he died April 1. Mrs. Gleason is 
still doing time in an adjoining prison.

But once 
started, I didn’t let up, and while it 
was hard work in the early stages, I 
have gained my reward. 

“Today I am perfectly satisfied with 
my condition, surprised, too, that I 
have been able to succed more easily 
than I expected. When I get into the 
ring to fight Jack Dempsey I will. be 
fit and ready to make the fight of a 
champion. Just watch me.” 


No One Will Advise Him. 
Willard will fight as his own mind

The champion is going to play a. lone 
hand. He is gonfident of winning and 
if he loses—he doesn’t think there’s a 
chance of that—he will blame one 
man—Jess Willard.

He 
laid his left fist in the hollow of his 
right hand, occasionally pounding the 
two together, and began slowly, work- 
ing his way from fundamental to fun- 
damental of his argument with a stead- 
ness that showed him no heedless mar- 
shaler of words. 


Arteries of Prosperity. 

“ One of the principal arteries of hu- 
man prosperity and hap-pi-ness” (he 
gave a weighty slowness to his utter- 
ance of that word) “is the factory pay- 
roll. Without it, or with it diminish- 
ing, a cOmmunity’s on the way to stag- 
nation, no matter what other good 
things it thinks are happening to it. 
With us it’s our life blood so far as 
the hap-pi-ness of the greatest number 
is concerned. 

“But we've got to remember the 
biggest thing that has happened to us 
in our history as an industrial center, 
and we've got to take account of it. 
That was the building: of the Panama 
canal. We here in the middle west 
and the folks in the valley helped to 
build it just as all the rest of the 
country did, but we are not getting our 
share of the benefit. Fact is, it’s the

The inquiry, undertaken by the de- 
partment of justice and the intelli- 
gence department of the army, is still 
progressing. At its conclusion the 
findings will be presented to the fed- 
éral grand jury Indianapolis, THE 
TRIBUNE’s info t stated. 

| Additional Data Offered. 


Additional data on alleged waste of 
money and graft at the plant has 
been voluntarily offered THE TRIBUNE 
by a dozen persons since the first 
article telling of the results of the 
government investigation was pub- 
lished a week ago. 

It developed in this connection that 


an employé of the Standard Steel Car 
'@ompany had appeared in the offices 


of another morning newspaper some 
time ago and offered proof of waste 
of the government's money, but the 
facts were never published. 

New sidelights on the manner in 
which Uncle Sam's cash flowed at the 
ordnance department of the Standard 
Steel company, were furnished by 
F. P. mer, formerly a master me- 
chanic at the plant. Backing his as- 
sertions with copies of correspondence 
on the subjects, he alleged: 

That government officers in 
- charge of the ordnance department 
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allowed the Standard Electric En- 
gineering company, a mushroom 
sub-contractor, to buy cement used 
in electrical work in the plant and 
bring it into the grounds, adding a 
charge of 30 per cent for overhead 
and profit to the cost, while large 
quantities owned by the govern- 
ment were already in storchouses 
200 feet from the spot where the 
cement was needed. | : 

That while from eighteen to 
twenty-five electricians on the pay- 
roll of the car company, which was 
manufacturing gun carriages on a 
government contract, were doing 
little or nothing, the Standard Elec- 
tric Engineering company was 
given a contract which proved so 
outrageous that the government 
refused to pay $118,000 on it. ; 

| Costs are Increased. 

That although Erdmer was able 
to get cement laid for foundations 
of government buildings at a total 
cost of $7 a cubic yard using men 
already on the job, a contract was 
let to William U. Angus of 2127 
Shields avenue under the terms of 
which it cost $11.82 a cubic ard. 

That when a fence was needed 
at the plant a contract was let 
to the same man to put up a new 
one at a cost of $4,00, when Erdmer 
stated the work could have been 
done by men already on the pay 

-roll and with plenty of leisure for 
$1,400. 

That while hundreds of employés 
could not be given sufficient work 
to keep them busy, hundreds more 
were put on the pay roll. Erdmer 
deciared that he found it necessary 
to put machinists to work paint- 
ing grease on machinery, and re- 
moving it the next day and repeat- 
ing the procéss so that the men 
would not appear to be idle. 

That when the government took 
over the plant to manufacture mu- 
nitions, the salaries of the officers 
of the car companies, which would | 
be figured in the ultimate claims, | 
were raised to such unusual pro- 
portions that the government had 
to step in and stop it. 


Sent Letters to Judges. 
Erdmer showed copies of letters 
bvaring on the above allegations, which 
he had sent to Federal Judge A. B. 
Anderson at Indianapolis and Federal 
Judge M. Landis in Chicago. In 
reply Judge Anderson stated that he 
had referred the matter to L. Ert 
Slack, district attorney at Indianapolis, 
where the information has since rested

A warm bath at night before retiring 
and a plunge or a shower in the morn- 
ing will keep you in better health and 
looks and spirits than any other single 


measure. 

The psychology of the bath is a 
greater efficiency about everything you 
do. Your underwear will be clean every 
day, your stockings will be washed out 
at night, if must be in order to have 
fresh ones to put on after the bath. 
Your hair will be washed more fre- 
quently. Your corsets will be washed 


more often, too, an Important item in 
this process of eliminating everything 
contrary to the principles of dainti- 
ness. You will not wear soiled kimonos 
and bathrobes around the home, or 
dirty blouses or collars and cuffs to 
the office. You get the bath habit, and 
see if it does not work out that way. 

If you are troubled with perspira- 
tlon—and in warm weather almost 
every healthy person !Is—the only rem- 
edy is/to keep yourself absolutely 
clean. Some women are obviously un- 
aware of the condition in themselves, 
but the frequent bath will save them 
unhappy criticism. So, if in doubt, 
bathe often. The hair has an odor 
when it is left unwashed by one who 
is a victim of perspiration. The rem- 
edy: more frequent washing; once a 


week, if necessary. 


If shields must be worn they should 
be washed after each wearing. The 
odor from unwashed shie'ds is dis 
tressing, and there is no excuse for it 
nowadays, for the market is full of 


washable shields and tiny shield safety 
pins which it takes but a minute to 
adjust. 

But it is not necessary to wear 
shields if you will try this treatment 


for excessive perspiration. Let me; § 
warn you first to follow instructions 


-minutely and especially those caution- 
ing you to use it at night before retir- 
ing and to let it dry on well before 
slipping your arms into your night- 
gown.

‘The red star which gleams out so 
brightly in Scorpio is Antares, or, as 
it is sometimes called, Cor Scorpionis, 
or the heart of the scorpion.

Indeed, of all the stars, Antares is 
most likely to be mistaken fer Mars, 
for at times the two unquestionably 
do look alike. But Mars is only a little 


itself, three thousand times as bright 
as our own solar orb. 

Antares is one of the giant suns of 
the universe. About one star in three 
has an attendant sun of some sort. The 
companion to Antares is a bright, 

kling, green little star. It would be 
visible to the unaided eye were it not 
ap close to Antares that its light is 


A telescope is therefore neces- 
sary to reveal it. 
It is a curious fact that red stars 


It might be a strange 
coincidence if only one or two red stars 
had blue companions, while the rest 
had red or white ones, but when every 
red double star has an odd colored 
satellite, it points to some law of evo- 
lution which always acts in the same 
way. It might be supposed that when 
two stars are formed together, as a 
binary sun is supposed to be, the

is well known, indicate their relative 
ages. 

Stars begin their lives by suddenly 
growing extremely hot as they gather 
in the nebula where they take their 
birth, and then, when there is no more 
star dust to grow from, they give up 
their heat and slowly run back through 
successive stages to extinction. As 
cooling progresses, every star turns 
from blue to white, then to yellow and 
finally to a deeper and deeper red un- 
til it goes out. 


one-large and one small, involve a lit- 
tle more than simple radiation. It is 
a question of gravity as well. The sun 
and all the stars maintain their temper- 
atures over periods of millions of years 
by shrinking under their own weights. 
If a star did not shrink it would never 
give out any heat, but only a cold, nev- 
er ending glow, like nebula. 

The larger a star is, the more things 
weigh on its surface, the harder it pulls 
itself together, and the faster it 
squeezes out its heat. Antares and its 
companion are supposedly of about the 
same age, but the little star still has

while Antares has run its course and 
is nearing extinctién. 

The other stars of Scorpio also cor- 
roborate the fact that Antares is liv- 
ing up its\life fast. Scorpio is no 
chance aggregation of stars, but is a 
real system, physically connected, like 
Orion, the Dipper, or the Plelades. The 
whole cluster is drifting bodily along 
in the sky, and has maintained its pres- 
ent shape during many ages. 

All the other stars of Scorpio, except 
Antares, are blue or white. They are 
smaller, and thereftrs ell have a long- 
ef tenure of light giving existence. An- 
tares will be extinct and dark long be- 
fore its lesser neighbors have begun to

On 
the ether hand, as many small dealers go to the 
wall as small mechanics or small farmers. 

Some farmers, some mechanics, and some mer- 
chants, of superior skill and intelligence, grow 
wealthy; but not enough of them to prove iniquity 
exists im their callings. 

Yet the householder frets and berates the mid- 
dleman because prices are thus and so; often points 
the finger of accusation at the wholesaler or the 
producer. Meats, tor example: farmer getting from 
$2 to $¢ less for his meat animaly than last 
year and packers’ alleging that no more than a 
small fraction of a cent of profit per pound exists 
fer them; who gets it? 

Another phase develops in what we may roughly 
term “regional prices.” In one part of the city 
a housewife may buy round steak for 28 cents a 
pound; in another the price is 38, and in stil! 
otlers prices range between these figures. What's 
the cause? 

Explanations are always difficult and disconcert- 
ing. All small shops are not operated on the same 
plane. All housewives are not temperamentally 
alike. <All households are not pressed by similar 
needs. About the only thing upon which house 
wives are agreed is that prices are too high. Their 
sole relation to distribution is with the middleman; 
se they blame him. The middleman can only turn 
to. the wholesaler, the wholesaler to the producer. 

But does any one ever blame the buyer? 


_ ‘The average small shop has certain fixed charges | Independence. 
which must be met before arises the element of 


profit. They are rent, clerk hire, the maintenance 
of @ delivery system, which includes cost, upkeep, 
and depreciation on horses and vehicles, deprecia- 
tien of perishable stock, and, by no means least, 
the less eide of the credit system. 

These items make up what we are pleased to 
eall “service.” We are city folk. All we know 
about milk production, let us say, is that milk is/ 
something habitually found in bottles on the back 
porch. How it gets there, what labor is concerned 
in that casual incident, what an infinite variety of 
atts contributes to its production, from the ecien- 
tific knowledge of the dairyman to the unfailing 
regularity of the delivery wagon-—no matter; it 
is there; service. 

We have had nothing to do with production, and 
we do not understand the multifarious divisions 
of labor. Look at eo trivial a thing as a pin; ore 
must be mined, reduced to workable metal, wire 
drawn, out inte lengths, heads applied, polished, 
pointed, put into papers, packed into boxes, shipped 
‘to the wholesaler, then to the retailer; in all these 
divistona, including transportation, must be skilled 
workers, and in many of them must be highly ef- 
through the varied channels of production. The 
paper into which the pins are stuck in rows must 
be developed through many intricate processes, the

revolution. That is the well understood meaning of 
the labor disturbances which began in Winnipeg the 
middle of May and afterwards spread through the country. 
Bolshevist ideals are abhorrent to the great mass of Cana- 
dians, Public opinion condemns them as foolish, imprac- 
ticable, and dangerous. Throughout the dominion there is 
a clamorous demand upon the government that it offer 
immediate and effective battle, that no compromise be 
made, that no quarter be given in the struggle. It may 
safely be presumed that the Canadian government ie will- 
ing to fight bolsheviem, that {t does not desire to abdicate 
its functions. There are able and courageous men in that 
government who have shown conclusive proof on many 
occasions of their ability and their courage. Yet at the 
time this is written—and probably it will be equally true 
when this appears in print—the policy followed has been 
one of watchful waiting. The government has taken no 
positive action. It is one of the employers directly inter- 
ested in the big strike. As such, ft has done es much as 
any other employer; but it has done no more. 

There has been severe criticism in Canada of this policy 
of inaction, but it has not been helpful criticism. It is easy 
to find fault; it is not so easy to suggest what should be 
done. New legislation might, of course, be passed, as par- 
lament ic in session; but under the existing laws the gov- 


would be easy to meet force with force, violence with rifles 
and machine guns; it is not so easy to offer effective re 
sistance to a revolutionary movement which offers no 
violence but is none the less dangerous on that account. 
During the war there was an anti-loafing regulation 
under which it was an fndictable offense for any abie 
bodied man to remajn willfully idle. Even that regulation, 
which has since been repealed, excepted idleness on account 
of strikes, As the law stands today, the govermment has 
no more to compel men to work than it has to 
compel manufacturers to keep their industries in operation. 
Confronted with a peaceful attempt at a revolution that 
seems all the more dangerous on that account, Canada’s 
government seems to be almost powerless. All that ft can 
do, apparently, is to stand In rea@iness to resist violence 
that is not offered. 

S resistance is always a dangerous weapon.

If there were a Marshal Foch among the 
labor leaders who sympathize with this movement, capital 
and government might wel! tremble. 
It was last March that Canada first heard of the “one 


big union” idea. It was first announced at a labor conven- — 


tion in Calgary, and it was advocated as the only means 
by which labor could offer effective battle to capital. The 
advocates of the idea were not slow to point out that the 
allies had been powerless to oppose the German armies 
until control had been centralized under one supreme com-. 
mand. Organized labor, under one directing hand, it- was 
urged, would be invincible; disconnected strikes by this 
trade union and that, because of some special quarrel with 
employers, had never been able to obtain entirely satisfac 

The advocates of the “ one big union” plan carried their 
point at Calgary, but not without considerable opposition. 
In all industrial centers trade unions had made agree- 
ments with employers, and the employers had carefuily 


and honorably observed the eontracts made. There was Bo - 
cause of quarrel. It was urged that to disregard the agree - 


ments made as a result of collective bargaining would be 
to bring the whole principle of collective bargaining imto 
serious disrepute. Moreover, practically all Canadian trade 
unions are members of international organizations with 
headquarters in the United States. For years they have 
contributed largely to the central funds. To strike without 
the sanction of international headquarters would mean for- 
feiting all the benefits of membership these strongly 
financed organizations. 
Throughout the whole trouble all that the government 
could do, apparently, was to stand fn readiness to quell 
riots and open violence. With respect to the tindertying 
cause of the trouble, probably the government can do mere. 
At all events, public opinion demands that it shall make an 
earnest effort. Canada demands that her government shall 
deal sternly with profiteers and do something effeetive 
immediately to reduce the cost of living. That is no easy 
task. But all men recognize that had it not been for the 
genera! feeling of unrest, due to hard living conditions, the 
leaders of the “one big union” could never have gained 
more than trifling support in the dominism,

Unfortunately, the failure of Gen. Nivelle’s at- 
tack gave a setback to unity of command and en- 
couraged those who were opposed to it in the 
belief that it was not desirable to place the army 
of one nation directly under the command of the 
general of another. It was not then recognized 
that there was a very important difference between 
iritrusting the supreme command to the com- 
mander in chief of one army, whose mind and 
thoughts must necessarily be chiefly concerned 
with his own men and his own front, and placing 
it in the hands of one man who could stand back 
and look upon the front as a whole, free from the 
burden of the special charge of any one part of it. 


Seek Single Leader, -_.. 

LSO there was the question of finding the one 
man. Nivelle had failed; Joffre was on the 
shelf, and Foch was still under the shadow of 

his failure to take Vimy ridge. Thus, in spite of the 
recommendations of the allied generals, nothing 
was done until the disaster to the Italian army at 
Caporetto produced a crisis. Mr. Lloyd George 
then, with his usual energy in an emergency, pro- 
posed that a conference be held between the Brit- 
ish, French, and Italian governments for the pur- 
pose of establishing an allied organization which 
would give us better control of the war. 


That conference was held in November, 1917, at 
Rapalio on the Italian frontier, and it was then 
that the supreme war council, commonly known 
as the Versailles council, was established. One of 
the objects of that step was to put the conferences 
of the allied statesmen on a surer and more busi- 
nesslike basis than had up till ‘ . existed. Be- 
fore the Versailles council was instituted the allied 
governments used to meet at irregular intervals 
when they had important questions to discuss, but 
there was no organization available to prepare be- 
forehand the business for such meetings or to 
supervise the execution of the decisions which 
were reached. 3 

For these reasons the Versailles council supplied 
an obvious need and was a step in the right direc- 
tion, but it did not and could not provide the means 
of exercising effective military command. In the 
first place, the council had no executive authority; 
it could only advise. In the second place, the per- 
manent military representatives who formed the 

‘main part of the organization of the council were 
each of them responsible to their own governments 
and had to refer back all important questions for 
the tnstrvctions of those governments. 

Therefore decisions could only be reached slowly 
and after discussion, whereas in war it is essential 
that military decisions should be taken quickly and 
in accordance with one clear policy. The military 
side of the Versailles organization was of value in 
collecting and@ bringing together information from 
each of the allied armies. This enabled it to tender

general advice as to the policy to be followed sev- 
eral months ahead, but it was quite incapable of 
dealing with day to day emergencies or of issuing 
orders to the allied commanders in chief. It was 
essentially an advisory rather than an executive 
body. 
* 
Lloyd George Scores Allies. 
FTER the Versailles council was established 
' at Rapallo Mr. Lioyd George came home 
through Paris, where he made a famous 
speech in which he commented scathingly upon 
the conduct of the war by the allies. He pointed 
out that each of the weaker members of the allies 


had been sacrificed in turn, while France and: 


Great Britain were knocking their heads against 


what he termed the impenetrable barrier in the 


west. . 

This speech arouged a great deal of criticism. 
That criticism was of two kinds. There were those 
who realized that the Versailles council did not 
provide for the danger which was facing us—that 
it did not, in fact, produce effective unity of com- 
mand. These critics were not opposed to unity of 
command, but were opposed to what they regarded 
as an inadequate military measure. The second 
group of critics were opposed to the Versailles 
council because they were suspicious of any weak- 
ening of the control of parliament over the army, 
and they regarded an attempt to place the mili- 
tary forces of the allies under an international 
organization as a blow at the sovereign rights of 
the people. 

This group may be regarded as composed of out 
and out opponents of unfty of command in any 
form. A good deal of confusion was caused by 
lumping these two bodies of critics together and 
by classing the many soldiers who desired unity 
of command but refused to recognize the Versailles 
organization as a practical military measure, with 
those who were opposed to unity of “command 
mainly for political reasons. 

While these discussions were going on the Ger- 
mans were acting, and from the beginning of No- 
vember onward they were moving troops from 
the Russian to the French front as fast as their 
trains could carry them. It was calculated that 
the Germans would be able to increase their 


gtrength on the western front between the begin- 


ning of November and the end of April by not less 


than a million and a half of men and that they — 


would be able to bring over a very large number 
of aeroplanes and heavy guns which they would 
no longer require on the eastern front. In these 
circumstances the military authorities of the allies 
began pressing their governments for mére ef- 
fective measures to meet the coming blow. | 
When there are two commanders in chief in 
charge of armies side by side upon one front each 
naturally and properly looks first to the safety of 
his own army and to the protection of the vital 
interests which are in his charge. As long as 
there remains any doubt as to where the enemy 
means to attack each is disposed to believe that 
the blow will fall upon him, and as in duty bound 
he takes measures accordingly. This is a position 
upon which any skilful enemy will play to his own 
advantage, and it is a commonplace of war that 
in it lies one of the main sources of strength of a 


single homogeneous army fighting against an alli- . 


ance. Napoleon owed many of his greatest tri- 

umphs to his appreciation of this weak point in the 
armor of any confederacy. 

* 

U.S. Favors Unified Control, 

EEN observers in the United States of Amer- 

ica, standing at a greater distance from the 

war and able to take a calmer and more 

general view of the whole vast conflict, had long 

been insisting on the need for really effective unt- 

fied control, and at the time of the Rapallo confer- 


ence the United States government had preposed 
that the Versailles council should be vested with 
executive authority. This, then, was the direction 
in which matters were moving at the beginning of 
1918, when a conference was held at Versailles to 
consider the allied plan of campaign for that year. 
At that conference it was decided to form an exec- 


 utive military council, composed of French, British, 


and Italian generals, with Gen. Foch as chairman, 
and that this body should be given authority to 
cofrdinate the strategy of the allied commanders 
in chief, to create a general reserve to be under 
its control, and to employ that reserve in accord- 
ance with the needs of the situation. 

* 


More Trouble Arises. 
HE creation of this body produced another cri- 
sis, for the British chief of the general staff, 

RL Sir William Robertson, objected that no com- 
mittee could exercise effective command, and he 
asked to be permitted to resign rather than to work 
with it. The British government offered him the al- 
ternative of becoming the British representative on 

_ the executive council or of remaining as chief of the 

staff and working with the executive council. Sir 
William Robertson replied that as he did not believe 
that the executive council was a suitable means 
of exercising command he could not work with it 
in either capacity, and his resignation was accord- 
ingly accepted. ‘ 

These various events all produced the impression 
that British soldiers were, in general, opposed to 
unity of- command. In fact, however, many of 
them had fong been working hard to find some 
solution of the difficulties which stood in the way 
of the realization of what they regarded as a neces- 
sary measure. The majority of them were, how- 
ever, certainly opposed to what they regarded as 
ineffective compromises. The history of war 
teaches that committees have never been able to 
command, that they lead invariably to delay and 
compromise, and these things are fatal in war. 
The Austrian Aulic council and the Dutch commis- 
sioners of the wars of the Spanish succession have 
been held up to ridicule of all students of military 
history, and most soldiers were wholeheartedly 
cpposed to any measure which appeared to savor 
cf the repetition of such ill advised measures. 

‘However, the length of the war, its enormous 
cost in life and treasure, the many feiluree of the 
allied generals, and the fact that the hopes which 
they had expressed had been very rarely fulfilled 
all tended to confirm the statesmen in their view 
that what was needed was more effective political 
control. A commander in chief would naturally 
possess a position of far greater author'ty, even in 
his own country, than would a committee, while 
the influence of a government upon the com- 
mander in chief who controlled their troops but 
belonged to a forcign army would be very lmited 
ir.deed. 

When to the influence of those who held these 
views was added that of those who Iqoked with sus- 
picion upon unity of command, as constitutionally 
an unsotind measure which threatened our sov- 
‘reign rights, there were very strong forces ar- 
rayed on behalf of the compromise, and so it came 

about that on the eve of the great crisis the 
supreme control of the allies was in the hands of 
the executive committee of the Versailles supreme 
war council.

HEN, suddenly, the blow came. On March 

21 forty-two German divisions were flung

_ ‘It was a grim crisis, probably the most serious 


‘of all the many crises with which the allies were 


farced in the course of this war. It happened that 
at this time Lord Milner, a member of the British 
war cabinet, and Gen. Sir Henry Wilson, the chief 
of the general staff, were in France, having: gone 
there to report to the British government and to 
concert with the French government upon such 
measures as seemed best in the emergency. Sir 
Douglas Haig and his generals were naturally 
fully occupied with the military situation, and it 
was arranged for their convenience that a confer- 
ence should be held at the little town of Doullens, 
which lies north of Amiens and was in the British 
zone, upon March 26. 

That conference was attended by M. Poincaré, 
the president of the French republic; M. Clemen- 
ceau, the prime minister of France; M. Loucheur, 
the French minister of munitions, who represented 
the French government; Lord' Milner, who repre 
sented the British government; Sir Douglas Haig, 
and the four army commanders of the British 
army; Sir Henry Wilson,:Gen. Petain, and Gen. 
Foch.’ M. Poincaré told us, when he was present- 
ing the baton of marsha! of France to Gen. Foch, 
that a conversation held in the garden of the little 
house at Doullens in which the conference was 
held had convinced him that the baton was coming 
to Gen. Foch. 

The executive council of generals had, as had 
been anticipated, proved to be too slow and cum- 
brous to deal with a real emergency, and already 
at this early stage it was in a state of suspended 
animation. It had to be replaced promptly by 
In fact, the situation 
was so serious that immediate measures had to be 
taken. There was no time to refer back to the 
allied governments for authority and approval, 
and in that day of stress common sense prevailed. 
Political difficulties vanished, and Gen. Foch was 
placed in supreme control of the allied armies on 
the western front. |

him was that he did not understand fully the essen- 
tial conditions of military command, that for the 
sake of political considerations he was prepared to 
be content with something which fell short of mili- 
tary necessity. It is also certainly the case that 
the government of the United States worked hard 
to achieve unity of command and that their influ 
ence was a most potent factor in bringing about 
the result which was eventually achieved. 

The conference at Doullens had been assembled 
in such haste that there was no time to obtain the 
presence of Gen. Pershing, who was down in the 
south at Chaumont. Immediately Gen. Pershing 
heard of the decision of the conference he wrote 
to Gen. Foch his well known letter of March 28, 
offering the new generalissimo every man he had 
available. There never was any doubt but that 
the decision would be cordially welcomed and ap- 
proved both by the statesmen and the generals of 
the United States, though in point of fact neither 
were represented when the decision was reached. 
This decision was probably mainly due to the in- 
fluence at the conference of March 26 of M. Clem- 
enceau, Lord Milner, and Sir. Douglas Haig.

Joffre’s Orders for the Day. 
HE following: were Gen. Joffre’s orders of 
Sept. 4: :

All preparations must be made dur 
ing the Sth for an attack on the 6th September.

The 8th division of the 4th French corps was to 
arrive south of Meaux during the early morning

My own view of the enemy’s situation and inten- 
tions was fairly in accordance with the Germans’ 
actual positions, although I did not know at that 
time that a retreat had really set in, or how the 
various corps and divisions were placed. Judging 
from the air and cavalry reconnaissances and from 
intelligence reports, I thought that a large part of 
Von Kluck’s ist army was now south of the Grand 


Morin river, and that the enemy's western columns | 


had crossed the Marne about Meaux and Trilport, 
although one or two divisions were still north of 
that river and west of the Ourcq. From the fact

The area in which the British army operated in 
the battle of the Marne may be described as the 
country inclosed between the tributaries of the 
Marne, the Oureq an the north, and the Grand 
Morin on the south, between which boundaries it 
is intersected by the Marne itself and a third trib- 
utary, the Petit Morin. 
Joins Haig in Morning. 

HE march of the army on the morning of the 

6th was ordered in a direction bearing gen- 

erally about east-northeast, and I did not 
then expect to reach the Grand Morin river the 
game evening, as heavy fighting was most prob- 

I joined Haig about 930 a.m. He was then en- 
gaged all along the front against detachments of 
the enemy which appeared to be advanced guards 
with some supporting cavalry. The fighting had

early in the day, close observation combined with 
constant reports showed us before noon that this 
advance was not being pushed with much vigor, 
and later (the right of the ist division being thrust 
forward toward Vaudoy, the left of the 24 division 
at Ormeaux) as we attempted to close with them it 
was discovered that a general retreat was in prog- 


A visit which I paid to the 24 corps on Haig’s 
left confirmed this impression. 

On this I gave orders that the enemy was to be 
closely pressed and that, if possible, the line of the 
Grand Morin river was to be made good before 


night. 


As a matter of fact this was not done till the next 
day, but a considerable further advance was made. 
Our cavalry from Gastins drove the enemy back 
north of Dagny. 

On the morning of Sept. 7 the 2d cavalry brigade 
was acting as left flank to the cavalry division, 
with the 9th lancers as advanced guard to the 
brigade. 

On reaching Fretoy the village of Moncel was 
found to be occupied by a patrol of Germans, and 


was taken at a gallop by the leading troop, fol- 


lowed by the one remaining machine gun of the 
regiment. About a troop and a half, accompanied 
by the commanding officer, Lieut. Col. D. Camp- 
bell, and Maj. Beale-Browne, moved up on the left 


of the village. Shortly afterward two squadrons 


of the Ist Garde Dragoner charged the village and 


drove out the troop of the 9th lancers after a little 
street fighting. A 3d Dragoner squadron then 
came up to the village from the north in support. 
The troop and a half of the 9th lancers, led by the 
commanding officer and second in command, at 
tacked this squadron in perfect order, charged the 
left half of the German squadron, and pierced it 
with loss, both sides facing the charge; the Ger-

Very late at night I got his reply, telling me that 
qhe 6th army had made good progress, which had “ 
been materially helped by the pressure of the Brit- 
jsh forces east of the enemy’s right flank. He asked - 
me to continue the move tomorrow, but in eg rather 
more northerly direction.

Study the Situation. 7} 

| URING the night of the 6th-7th it became 
necessary to study the situation with great 

care. Joffre’s original plan presupposed a 
continued German advance to the south and south- 
east, culminating in a great attack on the 5th and 
§th French armies. His direction to me on the 5th 
were to move east and attack this advance in flank.

ARS wind that the German retreat had really been in 


full progress for many hours, and that the British 
army must be immediately moved in a direction 
which would bring it in close contact with the 
enemy. 7 

Orders were therefore issued directing the march 
on the Grand Morin river, which was to be forced 
and passed with all possible speed on the 7th. 

Jofire's request to me to move in a rather more 
northerly direction pointed to some such conclu- 
sion, but I do not think that his information dur- 
ing the day had impressed him to the same extent 
, with the drastic change in the situation, and the 
fact that the Germans had so soon taken the alarm 
and been virtually overtaken by a_ veritable 
“panic.” 

. My intention to close at all speed with the enemy 
had to be tempered by consideration for the French 
armies on my flank, both of which were opposed 
by much larger forces. 

Tt was necessary to keep close touch with Fran- 

chet d’Esperey on my right, and to direct the move- 

ments ef the 3d corps on my left, so as to bring the 

best peasible support to the hard pressed right of 

the 6th army, who were fighting there so gallantly 

and well. 

The cavalry acted with great vigor in advance of

Knew Value of German Cevelry. 


HAVE referred before in this book to a visit I 

paid to Germany in 1911. On that occasion I 

saw a great deal of German cavalry maneuver, 
and the knowledge I“thus acquired enabled me to 
estimate the value of the forces which were now 
opposing me. 

For years the German cavalry have been. trained 
in rear guard action such as the work they were 
now doing. They carry a large quantity of ma- 
chine guns, which they are trained to handle very 
efficiently. To each brigade of cavalry there is at- 


tached a regiment of Jager, picked rifiemen, chosen 


fom their skill in shooting and in taking advantage 
of ground. These troops are specially valuable for 
the defense of river lines and positions which are 
intended to cause delay to an advancing enemy. 
There was little doubt in my mind that the Petit 
Morin and Grand Morin rivers could be forced with 
comparative ease, but I knew that good troops 


would be required, and the chief question to be con- | 


sidered at that moment was how the hardly pressed 
6th French army could best be assisted while ef- 
fective connection with the 5th French army on 
the right was safeguarded. 

There was a certainty that the passages of the 
Marne opposite my left flank, between Changis and 
La Ferte-sous-Jouarre, would be strongly guarded, 
and that our advance at this point would be very 
dificult. A large force of German heavy artillery 
was reported to be in the loop of the river near 
Varreddes. 

After considering alternatives of action, e. g., the 
possibility of sending round direct help to Mau- 
noury, or the advisability of strengthening my left 
flank to insure a quicker passage there, I decided 
that the best help I could bring to the 6th army 


’ was to effect a speedy passage of the Grand Morin, 


Petit Morin, and Marne rivers. 

The course of the Marne at the point to be passed 
from left to right was generally northeast, and the 
British army after passing would be facing north- 
west, which would bring it almost directly upon the 
line of retreat of the lst German army, which was 
in close contact with Maunoury across the Ourcqg. 
The adoption of another method of action which I 


_ had considered must have meant delay and a weak- 


ening of my front. What was wanted was a speedy 
decision of the critical situation on the left. 

I had also to remember the necessity of keeping 
up close connection with D’Esperey on my right. 
Orders were accordingly issued for a general at- 
tack on the Petit Morin river, to begin early on 
the 8th.

low, considering the circumstances. 

- An alarming report reached Gen. Maxse that a 
brigade of French cavalry was cooped up in Bellot 
exposed to artillery fire, and that a large force of 
German infantry was advancing southward through 
the woods to attack them. This somewhat delayed 
the further advance of our troops. : 

It was twenty minutes to eleven a. m. when 
Col. Grant Duff advanced to seize and picket the 
heights north of the valley of the Petit Morin and 
to safeguard the advance of the column down the 
valley to Sablonnitres. This main guard crossed | 
the Petit Morin at 11 a. m. and shortly afterward

New Wrinkles for 
Cleaning the Car 
Make Work Easy 


Plain Watér, However, 
Is Still-the Prime 
Essential. 

BY HIGH SPEED. 

T this season of the year there 

are leaving the various motor 

car factories of America a 

steady stream of brand new ve 
hicles, things of beauty in their glist- 
ening enamel, running the rainbow 
gamut of shades and colors and ex- 
quisitely finished with appropriate up 
holstery. 

Alas, could we look ahead a few 
short months how fallen from their 
estate of pristine radiance would most 
of these unfortunate vehicles be 
found! Instead “Of gleaming new 
enamel, the finish » would be dull and 
lusterless, withscraeks and blisters in 
plentiful array, Ad all because the 
average ownér @0@s not learn how 
properly to take care of the fine fin- 
ish of his new car. 

If proper care is given to thé ve- 
hicle from the first it will retain its 
first luster for a long time, and, in 
fact, need never r@ath the stage of 
being “shabby:” The last few years 
have produced a number of devices 
and preparations designed to make it 
easy for the car owner to maintain 
the original appearance of his car. In 
fact, there is no excuse for shabbi- 
ness except ignorance or laziness. 

One of the new ideas in preserving 
the finish of the car is the so-called 
wax polish, which gives admirable re- 
sults when it is ly applied. In 
the use of wax polish the first step is 
to give the body of the car a thorough 
cleaning. Then the polish is applied 
with a piece of. cheesecloth and an- 


other similar cloth is used to distrib-| 


ute the wax 7 all over the sur 
face. 

The common  dalstaiico on the part of 
the car owner is to assume that the 
more wax used the better. Asa matter 
of fact, the thinnest possible film of 
the wax is needed After the wax has 
been applied the finish so imparted 
will last anyywyeté, from four days 
to a week, and when it begins to get 
a trifle dull again a néw rubbing with 
clean cheesecloth will bring the lus- 


ter back. 
The wax polish | be used for the 
and such other 


body, fenders,

It is also a good idea thoroughly to 
clean the under sides of the fenders 
and apply the wax polish, after 
which mud and dirt will not deposit 
there as readily az before. 

The other type of body polish, which 
is, comparatively «peaking, @ recent 
development, is that. which is sprayed 
on the surface with a big syringe-like 
affair. In the use of this sprayed pol- 
ish also the body must first be thor- 


_ oughly cleaned with water. 


If the surfaces te be. treated are 
merely dusty thé polfsh may be sprayed 
on and the excess be wiped off with 
clean cheesecloth. In fact, this is the 
accepted method of using sprayed pol- 
ishes, the spraying and then removal 
of the excess with cheesecloth. No

ITH the opening next week of 

a two and a half mile stretch 

of new concrete immediately 

north of Waukegan, it be- 

comes possible to drive from Chicago 

to Milwaukee over what is virtually a 

ninety mile stretch of continuous 
boulevard.

The 
remaining 4.2 miles comprise 1.7 miles 
of fairly good stone between Lake 
Forest and North Chicago, a mile and 
a half of sandy dirt through Zion City 
and a mile of good stone just south 
of Racine. 

The first and last will give no trou- 
ble in-any weather. Zion City’s dirt 
is the one real blot on the ’scutcheon, 
but a mile and a half isn’t much on a 
ninety-three mile trip, and the stretch 


- 1s quickly passed and forgotten. Try- 


ing to avoid it would mean a detour 
over many miles of poor roads and 
abandonment of the fine new canerete 
on either side. 

It is now possible to follow Sheridan 
road all the way to Milwaukee, but 
THD TRIBUND suggests switching over 
to the Green Bay road at two points— 


from Winnetka to Highland Park and 


from Lake Forest to North Chicago. 
In the first instance this avoids a nar-. 
row, winding road that slows up travel 
considerably. In the second, it keeps 
the tourist off the rough, worn pave- 
ment through Lake Bluff and the 
Great Lakes naval training station.
